that the greateft number of unhap- 
py hufbands have themfelves chiefiy: 
to thank for what they fuffer. Ifa 
man. will be fo weak, as, for the 
fake of either beauty or fortune, to 
rin the hazard of taking to his,bo- 
jom a fury, or an idiot ; Or i he 
will fuffer a woman, who might, by 
gentle and prudent ways, be reclah - 
ed frorh her follies, to run, on to 
ruin, without having the. fpirit to 
warn her of. the coniequences ; or 
if, initea d of endeavouring by mild 
and affectionate methods of remon- 
france and perfuafion,..joined witha 
the cndearments of conjugal affec~ 
tion, which a woman muft{ be a 
moniter to retift; if, .I fay, inftcad 
of havi ing recourfe to fuch means 
for point ng out to her the errors im 
Ler mannér of life, he will perfil to 
carry things with a high hand, aad 
ule a woman of fenie, birth, and 
fort ne, every way equal to himieli, 
as a flave or a fool, itis nd wonde? 
that dometiic peace is interrupted, 
afd ceconomy fubverted. 


It is noi the exquifite beauty, the 
moit {prightly wit, or’the larger 
fortune, nor all three together ; nor 
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an hundred other accomplifhments, 
if fuch they were, that will make 
a man happy in a partner for life, 
who is not endowed with the two 
principal accemplifhments of good 
fenfe and good-nature. If a wo- 
man has not common fenfe, fhe can 
de in no refpect a fit companion for 
a reafonable man. On the contra- 
ry, the whole behaviour of a fool 
mutt be difguiting and tirefome to 
every one that knows her, efpecial- 
ly to a hufband, whois obliged io be 
more in her company than any one 
elfe. A female fool is proof againit 
all reafon and argument ; and, if 
fhe has not a little good nature, to 
attempt to advife her would be only 
arguing with a tempeft, or rouling 
a fury. 


If, between the two married per“ 
fons, there be upon the whole 
enough for a comfortable fabfiltence 
according to their ftation, andtenr- 
per of mind, it fignifes very littie, 
whether it comes by one fide or the 
other, or both. Nothing is more 
abfurd, than that it fhou!d feem of 
fuch importance, in the judgment 
of many people, for a gentleman 
to make a match fuitable to himie?r, 
as they often very improperly call 
it; by which they mean, that he fs 
in duty bound to find eut a lady 
poffetied of a fortune equal te his 
own, though what he has already 
may be more tham fufficient for 
fupporting the rank he is born in.— 
"The confequence of this mercenary 
way of proceeding is only the accu- 
mulating of more and more mate- 
rials for luxury, vanity and often. 
tation; the perverfion of the inili- 
tution of marriage, which was for 
the mutual fupport and comfort of 
the parties, into a mere affair of 
bargain and fale ;. the alienating or 
cooling the affections of the parties 
for one another, by fhewing each 
of them, that the union was not en- 
tered into by the other on account

young perions, who hurry into mat- 
riage, without a reafonable profpet 
of an income to fupport them and 
their family, are in a condition as 
wretched, as:any I know of, where 
a guilty confcience is ont of the 

ueltion. Lei a man confider a lite 
a when he views the object of his 
pa ifier n, to whoim he los as to be 
anited | by a facred and indidloluble 
bond, ke will bear to fee thole 
eyes, every glance of which makes 
his heart bound with joy, drowned 
in tears, at the thought of miley 
and poverty coming upon her; how 


how 
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he will bear to fee that face, whofe | 
fmile rejoices his foul, grown pale 
and haggard through anguith of 
mind: or how he will bear to thiak 
that the offspring, fle is going to 
bring forth, is to be born to begga- 
yy. If young people confidered 
maturely the fearful confequences 
of marriage, where there fs no prof- 
pect of a proper provilion, and 
where the anguiih of poverty will 
be the more intolerable, the miore 
fncere their affections are, they 
gould not run headjong, as we of- 
ten fee them, into mifery irretrieva- 
ble. : 
It may often happen, that the fa- 
mily and connections with which a 
woman is engaved may, alone, be 
of more advantage to a man than 
afortune ; as, on the other hand, 
itmay happen, that a woman of 
fortune may be fo given to expence, 
ot may bring with her fuch a tribe 
of poor relations, as thrice the in- 
ome of her fortune would not be 
fuficient to maintain: in either of 
thee cafes, a man’s prudence is to 
dre& him to make that choice which 
willbe the beit upon the whole.- 


ltis a fatal error in the condu& 
many young men. in the lower 
aks of life to make choice of 
jung women, who have been 
tought up in indolence and gaiety, 
ad are not poffeiled of fortunes 
fijtable to the manner of life they 
lave been accuftomed to. The pro- 
lable confequence of fuch matches 
‘great and remedilefs mifery.— 
For fuch women, having never been 
Padifed in the economy of fami- 
les, are incapable of applying them. 
Elves with that attention and. affi- 
tity, much .lefs condefcenfion, to 
€Meaner parts of houfehold af- 
» Which is abfolutely neceffary, 
There the income is but moderate. 
ayounz trader’s gaims are but 
and his help mate neither 
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ftock, nor knows how to make the 
mott of a little, and at the fame 
time there is a profpeé of a nume- 
rous family of children coming on, 
with the cafualties of ficknefs, a de- 
cay of trade, and the like; the man 
who finds himfelf involved in fucha 
feene of troubles, may juilly be 
looked upon, as among the moft 
wretched of mortals. 


Thofe marriages, in fhort, are 
likely to be crowned with all the 
happinefs this ftate admits of where 
a due regardis had to the qualities 
of the mind, to perfonal endow- 
ments, asan agreeable appearance 
and a fuitable age, and to pruden- 
tial confiderations; and, where ei- 
ther the one or the other is negle@- 
ed, mifery is the confequence to be 
looked for. — 


There is no care or diligence to? 
much to ufe, nor any inquiry to® 
curious to be made, before one en- 
gages for life. Inan unhappy mare 
riage, every little occurrence, every 


trifling circumftance, calls to re- 


raembrance the wretchednefs of the 
tate, and the happinefs one has 
miffed by making an injudicious 
choice; as, on the contrary, in an 
happy union, no accident is too 
trifling to pafs without furnifhing 
fome-what to give pleafure or enter 
tainment, which muit be heighten- 
ed by being mutual. Let young 
people, therefore, be advifed, above 
allthings, to be careful what choice 
they make. And thatthey may be 
effectually divetted of all prejudices 
and attachments im favor of any 
pcrfon, whole outward appearance, 
fortune, birth, or other circum. 
fiance, feparate from the endow. 
ments of the mind, may be apt»to 
miilead them ; let them contider the 
character of the obje&, abftractedly 
from the glare ct beauty, or the 
luftre of fortune, and then be true 
to themiclves, and act. the parg 
Which 
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‘which the judicious and impartial 
approve of. 

Let a young gent tleman obferve, 
before he allows his affeaions to fix 
upon a particular object, what 
fisure and charaéter fhe bears in the 
world ; whether others admire her 
as well as himfelf, efpecially, ‘whe- 
ther the codl, judicious, and elder- 
Vy people approve her charaéter, 
eoudud, and al} circumitances, as 
well as the young, the thoughtlefs, 
and paffionate. “The bloom of beau- 
ty will foon wither; the giitter of 
riches, and the Farce of grandeur, 
will quickly become infipid ; nor 
will any thing earthly give peace to 
the wretch who has taken a ferpent 
into his bofom, and whofe fting he 
feels every moment in his heart. 

uring tle time of courtfhip, 
bough a man muit refolve to put 
a fmooth and engaging beha- 
Bons. there.is no necefiity, nor is 
It to be expected bythe reafonable 
part of womankind, that the digni- 
*y of the nobler fex fhould be laid 
mfide, and the lover debafe himftlf 
aman of fpirit toa flave or a 
fyconhant. On the contrary, it is 
ubfolutely necetlary, if people are 
Tre ‘iclved to coniult the -happinefs of 
the marriage ftate,.to behave to one 
another in cearthhi ip, in fuch’a mans 
ner that neither may have reafon to 
reproach the other with having adi- 
ed a deceitft:] and unworthy part. 
TWorpit mutual love and eiteem be the 
very Cement of matrimonial happi. 
nefs, andif it bé impofiible to love 
and efteem a perion who had deceiv- 
dand impoied upon one, how cau- 
us ought both parties tovbe, be- 
entering into 10 clofe an union, 
of doinz what may tend to leffen 
ir mu tual love and eiteem for-one 
nother 
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jite for preretving é h: ip} yinefls of 
the marriage fate, than for eftab- 
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as it will unadvoidably at times, 
that the hufband or wife is a little 
out of humour, it will be highly 
imprudent for the other to infik 
upon re: yfoning: the matter ut, or 
deciding the point in queftion at that 
time. “I'he difpute ought to be let 
alone, at leaft till forme time after. 
wards, | or, if poilible, dropped en. 
tirely.' It may evon be proper often 
to give up a point, “and agree (con. 
trary tO one’s Own juc dgment) to 
what is advanced by the other; 
which will fhew, that one does not 
oppofe from mere perveriencls, but 
on grounds. 

Again, if one happens to be ina 
thoughtfal or jerious mood, it muk

or honelty of any man. To fave 
him the trouble of repéating his 
narrative again, EF beg you will in- 
fert it, as ori as poffiile, in your 
Mufeum; more efpecially as 1 know 
the publication may probably prove 
of fome entertainment to your read- 
ers—as follows : | 

‘¢ From my very infancy up (fays 
Will) I found that all thofe atiach- 
ments which we are weak enough to 
ditinguifh by the name of friendthip, 
were nothing more than the effects 
of our folly, or the confequence of 
ourdefign. A parity of fentiments 
always created’ an intimacy between 
a’couple of rafcals, who, willing ta 
believe that they were capable of 
feeling the exalted glow of a virtu- 
ous friendihip, imagined that they 
really did feel it, and having once 
flattered themfelves with this opini- 
on, refted wonderfully pleafed with 
the fuperftructure, without ever ex- 
amining the foundation upon which 
it was built.
